Desirable Condition That Greatly De- 
pends on One’s Habits of Mind 
Formed in Youth. 

The most Inevitable—and one of the 
eusiest—of the things we do is to grow 
old. Yet what a difference there is in 

the way different people do tt! 

You probably know, for instance, 
some little old lady who, although she 
may not be beautiful or brilliant, is 
just “nice’—which is apt to mean 
that instead of bossing or scolding, she 
tries not td be troublesome or unrea- 
sonable to those around her. Or rath- 
er, she does not have to try, for it is 
characteristic of elderly human beings 
that they seldom try very hard to form 
new habits. Youth is the period of 
endenvor, and old age of results, This 
is the reason for the futility of young 
folks’ displeasure at their pawents’ 
“old-fashtoned” ideas. Such ideas are 
fixed; they will not change. 

Yet not all elderly people are age- 
bound in their thoughts # many can be 
tolerant of Innovations, and.a few can 
even adopt them.” Such a flexible con- 
dition of the elderly mind is, like the 
rigid, intolerant sort, a product of 
earlier life and habits; it ts not likely 
to indicate any particular good or 
évil trait in the pefson possessing It. 

If the young man or woman who 
feels impatient at the old folks’ no- 
tions will cease to shrug a shoulder 
and exclaim: “I hope I'm not like 
that when I’m old,” and will turn his 
attention to the younger generation, 
starting with himself, he is likely to 
do much more for human progress. 
When he himself has reached fhe age 
of fixed ideas his character will de- 
pend on his previous habits of mind;

Wednesday, after our French 
and Belgian evenings, we had a Luxem- 
burg evening. The parade ground was 
too small and the firmament was too 
low to contain the enthusiasm of the 
mmultitude.

During the 
choruses the thousands surrounding 
the platform stood as reverently as 
if they were in church. When ap- 
plause was called for it was so thun- 
derous as to be almost» intimidating.

FEAR EPIDEMIC OF TYPHUS 


British Authority Tells of Danger to 
the World Because of Bad Condi- 
tions In Russia. 








Dr. L. Haden Guest of London, who 
has been investigating conditions in 
- Russia, reports to the, Lancet (Lon- 
don) that the whole of that country 
has been swept by typhus and relaps- 
tng fever, and that all indications point 
unmistakably to a fornildable epidem- 
ic in the coming winter. Cholera also 
has made its appearance and small- 
pox is widely prevalent. 

The Lancet warns the world at 
large that unless immediate and ef- 
fective steps be taken these frightful 
diseases will spread through the bor- 
der states to other countries, and be- 
fore long will appear all over the 


Sworld. “The council of the League of * 


Nations has thoroughly studied the 
‘situation, with the aid of-some of the 
‘ Dést-known epidemiologists in the 
world; they have a reasonable and 
















economical program, and have appoint- 
ed commissioners, but the actual 
work cannot proceed until they have 
obtained money guargntees from the 
different nations, or x far have 
not materialized, except in the case 
‘of a few countries, including Great 
Britain and Canada. “The future o: 
the matter may well prove, in the par- 
lance of the day, an ‘acid test’ of the 
Feality of the league ‘as a family of 
nations, ready to act for the common 
good and to protect. members of the 
family who are threatened by disaster.”

Murakami, chief of the fishery bureau | 


| Of the department of agriculture and 


commerce, who is quoted in the Yo- 
miurt: 

“None except these who really mean 
business and are tn a_ position to se- 
riously trensact business ‘will find any 
place for them in Saghalien,” said M. 
Murakam!. “All rights there are tn 
the hands of the military command, 
and anyone that wants to go there, 
now must obtain a permit from the 
war office. Certainly the forests there 
wil yleld plenty of wood pulp and 


‘ether raw material, while there are 


rich coal mines and possibly ofl wells. 
But the chief product of that region Is 
the output of the fisheries,” 

Speaking of the fishing rights in Sag- 
halien, Mr. Murakami said that after 
Consultation with the army command 
an auction was conducted at. Niko- 
lalevsk for those rights over which the 
army command is able*to furnish pro- 
tection. No detailed report of the auc- 
tion has been received. The bidders 
had to file their applications with a 
deposit to guarantee their good faith, 
and they had to be persons who were 
qualified by long experience in fish- 
erjies in that neighborhood.

HOLDING CHEMICAL TRADE 


Statistics Show That Uinted States 
Has Been Able to Hold High 
Mark Set During War. 

Official statistics for the fiscal year 
1920 demonstrate that this country 
has been able to keep its trade in 
chemical and allied products very near 
the high mark set during the war, de- 
spite the loss of’ markets for purely 
war supplies and despite the pressing 
demands that must be met in the do- 

mestic market. 

Such ts the conclusion reached by 
O. P. Hopkins, a well-known statis- 
ticlan, writing In the Journal of Indus- 
trial and Engineering Chemistry. 

“In almost all lines except. muni- 
tions,” he writes, “the exports in 1920 
exceeded in value those of 1918, a fact 
that can be explained in some cases, 
perhaps, by rising prices, but which 
nevertheless warrants the assertion 
that the position has not been Wweak- 
ened... These exports, which very 
greatly exceed those of the last nor- 
mal pre-war year, are made up almost 
entirely of manufactured products. 

“Imports have more than held their 
own and-comprise raw and partly man- 
ufactured products required for fur 
ther advancement by American chem- 
ical manufacturers.” Mon

Sea Lion Leather. 

Large numbers of sea Hons on the 
British Columbia coast which destroy 
annually vast quantities of fish food 
may be slaughtered and their hides 
placed on. the world’s leather market, 
if a proposition which comes from 
Premier Oliver and has the approval 
of many experienced fishermen, Is car- 
ried out. The sed lion weighs from 
2,000 to 2,500 pounds, the hides being 
nearly an inch thick. These hides 
make a tough and durable rough 
leather such as is used in workmen's

The concern is organized somewhat 
on a co-operative basis and proposes 
to send the Messageries Maritimes ves- 
sel, the Macedonia, of 6,100 tons bur- 
den, to the United States and Central 
and South America for the purpose of 
introducing Netherlands products and 
enabling Netherlands commercial 
houses to establish {mport and export 
connections in the countries visited.— 
Scientific American. 








Ice to Hold Stored Water. 

Because the water supply of the 
small city of Ashland, Ore., is be 
coming Inadequate in the summer, and 
increasing the storage facilities would 
cost $100,000, the local engineers are 
trying an experiment as ingenious as 
it is simple. High up the side of 
Mount Ashland, at the headwaters of 
the supply, a system of piping and 
sprays is bejng installed, through 
which the surplus water of the win- 
ter will be directed and allowed. to 
freeze. The damming action -of the 
ice walls thus formed, and the gradu- 
al thawing of the ice itself, are ex- 
pected to provide enough water for 
all the needs of summer.—Popular Me 
chanics Magazine.

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“LOOK OLDER THAN LONDON” 


Many American Cities Suggest Age 
and Permanente, Says E. V. 
Lucas, Visitor From Europe.

Looking back on it all, I realize 
that America never struck me as & 
new country, although its inhabitants 
often seemed to be a new peonl, | 
writes E. V. Lucas in the Outlook. 
The cities are more mature than the | 
citizens. New York, Chicago, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Washington—all have an. 
air of permanence and age. The build- 
ings, even when most fantastic, sug- 
gest indigenousness or at least sta- 
bility; nor would the presence of 
more ancient structures increase this 
effect. 

To the eye of the ordinary English- 
man, accustomed to work in what we 
call the city, in Fleet street, in the 
Strand, in Piccadilly or in Oxford 
street, New York would not appear 
to be a younger place than London, 
and Boston might easily strike him 
as older. Nor is London more than 
a little older, except in spots, such as 
the Tower, and the Temple and the 
Abbey and that little Tudor row in 
Holborn, all separated by vast tracts 
of modernity. 

Indeed, I would almost go further 
and say that London sets up an {l- 
luston of being newer even than New 
York, by res#son of its more disturbing 
street traffic both in the roads and on 
the footways, and the prevalence of 
the gayly colered omnibus which thun- 
ders along so many thoroughfares, in 
notable contrast to the sedate and 
sober vehicles that serve Fifth avenue 
and are hardly: seen elsewhere. 


LEARNED SECRET OF INDIANS 


Boy’s Chance Discovery Revealed How 
Aborigines Constructed Their 
Bone Arrow Heads. 

Cushing, an eminent authority in 
matters pertaining to the Indians, has 
told us how, as a boy, he learned the 
way Indians made their flint arrow 
heads, : 

He had unearthed a beautiful har- 
poon of bone. He had a toothbrush 
with him, and the bone handle of this 
he chopped off and ground down on a 
piece of sandstone to make a harpoon 
of his own; but he could ‘not grind 
such clean-cut barbs as those of the 
relic. 

The boy then took his flint-scales~ 
and chips and set to work with them. 
The flint, eut the bones away, but left 
the work rough. Then accidentally 
he-made a discovery, for no sooner 
had he begun to. rub the bone trans- 
versely on the flint than the bone cut 
the flint away. Not jaggedly, as his 
hammer-stong,.would have chipped it, 
but in long, continuously narrow sur- 
face furrows «wherever the edge 
was caught in the bone at a certain 
angle. 

He never finished that harpoon, He 
turned it about and used it as an ar- 
row cutter, by tying it to a little rod 
of wood with a shoestring. He had 
found out how. the Indians made ar- 
row. heads.
